The 
liabilities are fixed at $215,570; the as- 
sets are estimated at $78,900. 

Pben 'D. Jordan is the principal cred- 
itor with a claim for $70,248. - The 
Metropolitan opera company of New 
1,0rk has.a claim for $8496; Henry 
Russell, the managing director, claims 
$13,677 | 
caine d’Opéra, Paris, $17,139. 

In addition the company owes the or-. 
chestra $70,525 and has claims in excess 
of $170,000 under. contracts with sing- 
ers, musicians and others for the produc- 
tion of opera. The company however as- 
serts that these contracts are all in Eu- 
rope in the possession of Henry Russell 
and are inaccessible on account of the 
war. The company also says that the 
contracts have been terminated in ac- 
cordance with their terms. 

The assets consist practically all of 
scenery, costumes, machinery and fix- 
tures. The petition is signed by Charles 
Hayden as treasurer. 

The filing of the petition in bank- 
ruptcy by the Boston opera company has 
no connection, it is said, with the pro- 
jected lease of the Boston opera house 
to a theatrical firm.for the manufacture 
of productions and the presentation of 
plays. Negotiations for the lease are 
still understood to be incomplete. For- 
merly the opera company was a tenant 
at will of the Boston opera house, which 
is the property of Eben D. Jordan. It 
has been “many months now, it is ex- 
plained, since the CHEDAAY, had tenancy 
of the house.

PRIME MINISTER IN: BRITAIN: 
MAKES APPEAL FOR GREATER 
_ OUTPUT OF WAR MUNITIONS 


Mr. PAccesith Delivers Stirring Speech at Newcastle in! 


Which He Points Out Need for More Materiel and : 
Employees to Get Together 


Urges Employers and 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 

NEWCASTLE, England — With his 
characteristic recognition and selection 
of the right moment in which. to make 
his. powerful. influence felt, Mr. Asquith,’ 
as already mentioned in a cable to The 
Christian Science Monitor, recently de- 
livered a stirring..speech at Newcastle 
to the workers engaged in the oytput 
of munitions of war. Mr. Asquith, who 
was received with enthusiastic cheer- 
ing, said: . 

‘This war ie not a spectacular contest, 
full of dramatic incidents and surprises. 
It is betng fought under conditions, stra- 
tegic, mechanical, which do not, except 
at rare moments, as, for instance, the 
other day at Neuve Chapelle, lend them- 
selves eo readily, as did the clash and 
‘the glitter of the battlefields of the 
past, to picturesque treatment. -From 
. the onlooker, as from the combatant in 
the field, it calls for an-almost unlimited 
exercise of the rarest and most difficult 
of all the virtues, the virtue of patience. 
But it has thie further peculiarity, so 
far as we in Great Britain are con- 
cerned. The demands which it makes 
upon us for men and for materiel are on 
so vast a scale that it may be said, 
without substantial exaggeration, that 
the whole nation is taking part in the 
war. 


Materiel | 

That is not all, ..The war, as I said a 
moment ago, is a war not only of men 
but of materiel. -The equipment of a 
modern navy and army’ is urgently more 
complex and costly. The new services 
which have to be provided for are more 
numerous and more exacting. The ex- 
penditure of ammunition is immeasur- 
ably more rapid; more vast, than has 
ever been the case before. The miner, 
the shipbuilder, the engineer, the iron 
and textile worker, the railwayman, the 
docker, every one who contributes to 
maintaining and increasing the supply 
of munitions upon which the efficiency 
of the fighting forces depends, is, in as 
true a sense as any of our gallant ‘sailors 
apd soldiers, a patriot and a combatant. | 
We are obtaining, from the manhdod of 
th® nation, not only by far the largest 
but by far the finest body of men who 
have ever followed the colors.,, They 
have come, the vast majority of them, 
not fr from the loye of adventure or in the 
‘quest ot glory.” “fhe dpirit which has 
called our new armies into being and 
which has multiplied our Territorial bat- 
talions and our Yeomanry, the spirit 
which has enabled ue, not only to make 
good all our casualties but steadily and 
largely to reenforte our combatant 
strength at the front, that spirit can be 
described by one word only—it is the 
spirit of self-sacrifice. 


Equipment 

We need the same spirit, yielding a 
like fruit, in that other and not less 
important department of the war with 
which we, here, are specially concerned 
tonight. Let one thing be clearly under- 
‘stood. I am not here either to acknow!- 
edge or to impute remissness. I do 
not believe that any army or navy has 
‘ever either’ entered upon a campaign, 
or been maintained during a campaign. 
with better or more adequate equip- 
ment. | saw a statement the other 
day that the operations not only of our 
army, but of our allies, were befng 
crippled, or at any rate “hampered, by 
our failure to provide the necessary am4 
munition.

SIR JOHN SIMON

LONDON—The Conference of Chemists 
and Engineers, having raised the ques- 
tion whether the action now taken by 
the government is adequate to secure 
that cotton does not now reach Ger- 
many or Austria, Sir John Simon has 
caused a letter to be written to W. 5S.

After referring to the possibility that 
those for whom Mr. Hopkins writes may 
be under some misapprehension, either 
as to the law of contraband or as to the 
steps which are, in fact, being taken un- 
der the order in council of: March 11, the 
letter continues: The steps which are 
being taken under the authority of that 
order in council are extremely effective 
to stop cotton from reaching Germany, 
and the declaration of cotton as contra- 
band would not alter the result so far 
as preventing cotton reaching Germany 
If an

German port, and can even be stopped: 
from going to an adjoining neutral port, 
if it is in course of transit through that 
neutral port to the enemy country. 

These are exactly the cases in which, 
under the order in council of March 11, 
any article can be stopped; whether it 
is contraband or hot, and of-course this 
order jn council is being put into force 
in all proper cases,. To imagine that 
since that date anything can be gained 
so far as stopping. the entrance of cot- 
ton into Germany ig ‘concerned, by call- 
ing it contraband, is in effect to suppose 
that a blockade is rendered more effect- 
ive if you add ‘that specified contraband 
artieles will not be allowed to break the 
blockade. A blockade stops all articles, 
whether they are contraband or not, and. 
therefore the addition would: not have 
any ‘practical consequences whatever. 
What is true of Germany is, of course, 
equally true of Austria.

seaplane paid a visit to Kent and ‘Essex 
without the slightest. result.

The Carpathians 


With regard to the position in the 
east, a German official communiqué de- 
clares that the stories of Russian suc- 
cesses in the Carpathians which have 


been published officially, in France and | 


England, are pure inventions. If this ts 
so, it, will become apparent in the course 
of further fighting. Meantime the Grand 
Duke Nicholas has issued a long de- 
spatch dealing with the progress of the 
operations against the Carpathian passes. 
When it was decided to endeavor t6 ex- 
tend the Russian front in the Carpa- 
thians, which formed an exterior angie 
in the region of the Dukla pass ani 
included: the latter, the principal attack 
was.directed against the sector between 
the Lupkow and Uzsok ‘passes. The 
Russian troops had to advance in spite 
of very difficult conditions of terrain 
and to assist them a supplementary at- 
tack was made on March 19 against 
the front from the direction of Bartfeid 
as far as the Lupkow. Possibly mistak- 
ing this auxiliary attack for the main 
assault the Austro-German forces began 
an advance from eastern Galicia, with 
the object of diverting the Russians 
from the Uzsok. 


Russian Gains. 

From March 23 to 28, however, the 
Russians had begun their principal at- 
tack, enveloping the flanks of the Ger- 
man right west of Baligrod and near 
the. source of the San toward Uzsok. 
According to the Petrograd communiqué 
the Austro-German forces on the Bart- 
feld-Uzsok front exceeded 300 battal- 
ions, including German. troops and nu- 
merous cavalrymen fighting on foot. As 
a result’)of the envelopment of their 
flanks, the Austro-German forces were 
compelled about April 6, 18 days after 
the Russian offensive began, to evacu- 
ate their positions, and the principal 
chain of the Carpathians on -the 70- 
miles front Regetow-Wolosate passed 
into Russian hands.

CALL TO WOMEN 
BY, GOVERNMENT 
TOPIC IN LONDON 


Against Plan That Women 
Give Help Unconditionally 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 

LONDON—Miss Mary R. Macarthur, 
secretary of the Women’s Trade Union 
League, delivered an interesting speech 
recently at the conference called by the 
War Emergency Workers’ National com- 
mittee for the consideration of the gov- 
ernment’s. call to women to register 
| themselves for war service. 

The appeal, she said, was not merely 
a woman’s question, but a question 
which affected the nation as a whole. 
Many of the women’s organizations were 
at a loss to understand why the appeal 
had been made, since at the time when it 
was isstied there were from 30,000 to 
40,000 unemployed women on the labor 
exchange registers. The armament fac- 
tories did not complain of a shortage of 
women labor, in fact they stated that 
there was no shortage whatsoever. Since 
the issue of the appeal Mr. Runciman 
had announced that the need was more 
prospective than immediate. This was a 
very, important statement, for it was 
one thing for women to take the place 
of men who had voluntarily enlisted but 
quite another for women to allow them- 
selves to be used as instruments to 
force economic conscription on men. 

Men in the trade union movement, 
declared. Miss. Macarthur had never ob- 
jected to women labor, ‘but to cheap la- 
bar. It had.been said that women ought 
to give their help unconditionally,. and 
they were told that soldiers did not lay 
down conditions. If women were to 
work ,for-nothing, whom would they be 
helping?’ Not the country, but. the pro- 
fitmaking interests which had already 
so. shamefully exploited the. national 
emergency. 

Miss Margaret Bondfield moved: the 
chief resolution of the conference, which 
provided»that all women who registered 
for. war service should join a trade union; 
that the policy. of equal pay for equal 
work.should be -maintained,. that ade- 
quate training with maintenance should 
be provided for suitable women, and 
that, in:any readjustment of staffs which 
might have to be effected after. the war, 
pmiority of employment should be giver 
to workmen whose places had been filled 
by. women.

FOOD SUBSTITUES 
IN GERMANY GIVEN 
SEVERE CRITICISM 


Recent Decree Claimed. to. Give | 


Impetus to Tendency to Drift 
From Real Ingredients 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 

BERLIN, Germany—Professor . Eltz- 
bacher has severely criticized the 
Berliner Tageblatt the recent action of 
the Hederal Council in permitting bean, 
pea, rice and. other flours, syrups, and 


in 


tato flour in making bread. With this 
decree, he wrote, an impetus has again 
been given to the tendency we are gradu- 
ally developing to drift nrore and more 
into the use of substitutes. Bakers can 
néw use. I4other ingredients besides 
rye, wheat and: potatoes in the making 
of “rye bread.” 

If there is anything, the professor 
continued, which has wrought mischief 
at the present time, has deceived the 
authorities and the people as to the state 
of affairs, led side issues to be regarded 
as important, and imperative measures 
to be omitted, it is the prevailing idea 
of substitution. This substitution has 
no bearing whatever upon the far more 
important problem. of regulating. our 
food so that we can manage to hold out, 
that is, of sectiring an adequate total 
quantity of -wheat, oats, and so forth. 
In view of this task the eking-out of 
certain articles of food.» m&y do actual 
harm, by diverting public attention from 
what is really essential. 

If, Dr. Eltzbacher went on to explain, 
beans, peas, rice or sago were used in 
rye bread in order to’save the supply -of 
potatoes, (a step which, in any case, he 
regarded as impracticable in view of the 
price of the articles in question), ‘pota- 
toes would certainly have been spared 
thereby, but they would have lost in-. 
stead very important articles of food, 
which were also none too plentiful, and 
which could have done better service in 
the form of soups, vegetables, or pud- 
dings. 

We must not imaging, therefore, he 
wrote, that any advantage can be’ ob- 
tained by this so-called economy, which 
amounts to nothing more than patching 
a hole in the right sleeve of one’s coat 
With a piece of stuff cut out of the. left. 


There is no point in eeonomizing one ar-: 
ticle of food at. the expense. of another, ' 


which’ does not yet happen to’ have be- 


come the object of official solicitude. The} 
real problem is to economize the entire: 


food supply. To that. end we must 
waste nothing, must neither eat nor 
drink more than is absolutely necessary, 


and allow no scraps to ‘be thrown away.

Following is the comment of a an 
of the press of the United States and 
Canada on the sinking of the Lusitania: 


PHILADELPHIA PUBLIC LEDGER | 

THE LUSITANIA HORROR: The, 
frightful sacrifice of American. life in 
the Lusitania horror, which has become 
a catastrophe of world-wide and appall- 
ing significance, makes our position in 
the matter perfectly clear. While the 
sinking of the great liner does not differ | 
from the Falaba case, except in the 
stupefying magnitude of the disaster off 
Kinsale, and. while the Gulflight case is 
wholly our own in every phase of its 
unexampled outrage, the situation is one 
that does not call for fine words or 
phrases, but for the most direct, clean- 
cut presentation of the American point 
of view to the German government. 

First—An immediate demand on the 
part of the state department on Ger- 
many for an explanation, regret and 
apology for a deed which, the state 
paper should leave no doubt in the 
minds of the recipients, has profoundly 
shocked the  world-conscience and 
stirred a neutral and friendly govern- 
ment as nothing else has done since 
the war began. 

Second — The immediate assurance 
that the abhorrent practise as exhibited 
in the Lusitarria and other like cases 
shall not be repeated. 

Third—While it should be madé@ clear 
that reparation and indemnity for the 
lose of life of American citizens is de- 
manded, in no sense can there be any 
adequate reparation or indemnity for so 
inexcusable an international crime. 

Fourth—While reasonable time for the 
ascertainment of facts must, of course, 
be given, it should also be made clear 
that unnecessary delays and a recal- 
citrant attitude will be viewed as en- 
tirely unfriendly, and, if persisted in, 
will unquestionably lead to a decided 
change of attitude on the part of the 
United States government, with possible 
reprisals, if explanation and reparation, 
which is a thing inconceivable, be 
refused. : 

Fifth—In order that the German gov- 
ernment may be made aware of the 
moral as well as the legal aspects of the 
ease, the fact- that murder is no less 
murder even if the murderer or his aid- 
ing and abetting agents notify the vic- 
tims in advance, and that piracy is no 
less piracy even if international law be 
thrown to the winds and national acts 
beyond moral justification are indulged 
in on the ground that war breaks down 
all laws and restraints between peoples 
and nations, should be set out. 

Sixth—Above all, and beyond any- 
thing else, must be the firm demand, 
however, that the practises first revealed 
in the Falaba case, continued in the 
Gulflight and reaching its climax so far 
as American interests are concerned, in 
the destruction of the Lusitania, must 
stop, and that the United States insists 
upon the absolute assurance that this 
kind of inhuman warfare shall cease. 

As to any moralizing over the depth 
of barbarism in which such a warfare 
is involving humanity, that may safely 
be left to the unofficial presentation of 
the American moods and _ conviction. 
There is no question that the country is 
at. one in this matter. We are in a po- 
sition to take thé most lofty stand, and 
even to be calm, though stirred to the 
very roots of our national life and deep- 
ly concerned over our prestige as a great 
power. But as to the unequivocal res- 
olution with which the government and 
its military and naval chiefs responsi- 
ble for the disaster shall be er to 
book there can be no question.

They are long strips of’ narrow paper 
tape, within which the seeds have been 
plaeed at the correct: intervals. When 
the earth has’ been made ready for the 
seeds, a light trench is ‘drawn along the 
bed, the tape is laid in it about an inch 
deep, and the soil laid over it again. 
The paper quickly disintegrates in- the 
damp greund-agd the seeds are released 
to} sprout. The seed tape comes in 10- 
yard rolls, at J0 cents a roll; It in- 
cludes tomatoes, carrote, ofions, lettuce 
and other vegetables.

DEFENDANTS ASK 
DISMISSAL OF 
RIGGS BANK CASE

WASHINGTON—Counsel for the gov-* 
ernment filed motions Monday in the dis- 
trict supreme court asking the dismissal, 
for lack of jurisdiction, of the suit of 


the Riggs National Bank against Secre- 
| tary McAdoo, Comptroller Williams and 
United States Treasurer Burke, who 
were charged in the bank’s complaint 
with combining to injure that institu- 
tion. ee 

The motions marked the first step by 
_the government formally to defend its 
ofticers~against the suit. Counsel will 
present to the court affidavits and ex- 
hibits designed to justify the course 
taken by the officials in instances whicn 
formed the basis of the bank’s charge 
and its petition for injunctions. 

The case is scheduled to come up in 
open court Wednesday. It was not 
known Monday night. whether counsel 
for the bank would be ready then to go 
on with oral arguments. , 

Three motions were made Monday by 
the government, one for each official sued. 
It,is declared in each that the complaint 
of the bank is directed at Messrs. Mc- 
Adoo, Williams and Burke, not as indi- 
viduals, but as officialg of the United 
States, that the government alone is to 
be affected by any decree ‘entered in the 
case and that the suit is therefore one 
against the United StAtes and beyond 
the jurisdiction of the court, as the gov- 
ernment cannot be made a party to such 
a suit-without its consent. The court 
also is asked to dismiss th¢ suit on the 
ground that the bank has an adequate 
remedy at law and-not by seeking in- 
junctions in an equity court. 

The motion on‘hehalf of Secretary Me- 
Adoo declares that the complaint of the 
bank states no cause of action against |.

has not power, authority or jurisdiction,”

Troops March hits Panuca, a 
Well) Town Near Tampico, 
Which Villa Forces Are Said 
to Have Evacuated Recently 


WASHINGT ON—Carranza troops have 
reoccupied Panuca, in the oil well re- 
gion, near Tampico, according to advices 
from Mexico Monday to the state de- 
partment. . The Villa force which cap- 
tured the town about 10 days ago, evac- 
uated May 5 and the Carranza forge 
marched in. Fighting continues, how- 
ever, at Ebano, about -30 miles from 
Tampico. : 

‘The capture of Panuca by the Villa 
i troops operated for a time to give one 
jartny ‘control of the producing wells of 
the region, while the other-controlled 
the shipping terminals ‘at’ Tampivo and 
Tuxpam., 

The Villa agency here issued a state- 
ment denying the recapture of Panuca, 
but giving no details of the present sit- 
uation. 

The statement also announced that 
General Obregon had been driven from 
Leon, a distance of 60 miles, by the Villa 
army and was intrenching his forces at 
Irapuato. The reported occupation of:

Department of Agriculture Has 
Ordered Changes in Weights. 


and Values Regulations *

HAVANA, Cuba—With the arrival of 
May, the new regulations of ‘the Cuban 
department of agriculture were sup- 
posed to go into effect. These regula- 
tions provide that all quotations and 
operations dealing with weights and 
values of Cuban sugar shall be expressed 
in pounds and cents, instead of in 
arrobas and reales. The latter method 
of estimating has been the, old Spanish 
custom. : 

Those engaged: in the sugar trade re- 
ceived the new order with readiness, in- 
asmuch as it does away with the cum- 
hersome and artificial method of bovk- 
keeping. The Spanish arroba of 2a 
pounds has become a confusing quan- 
tity, and the usé of the real as a unit 
of value equivalent roughly to one half 
of 1 cent has been subject to such varia- 
tions on account of the fluctuations of 
silver and gold as to complicate the 
business still further. The imstitution 
of the Cuban national coinage and of 
its declared parity with the American 
dollar will receive strong support from 
the decree of the agricultural de- 


artment. 
In order not to create confusion dur- 


ing the present crop season the sugar} 


planters have made representations to 
the government asking that the full 
operations of the decree be deferred un- 
til after the close of the season. This 
will allow for settlements under the old 
basis. It is expected that the govern- 


ment will aquiesce in this request.

Sr. de. Fornaro describes General -Car- 
ranza’s opposition to Huerta as follows: 
“After the imprisonment of President 
Madero and Vice-President Suarez 
February, 1913, ‘there were 27 governors 
in Mexico, who had the same opportunity 
to protest against the usurper Huerta, 
and refuse to recognize his ‘coup d’état’ 
and his dietatorship. None of these 
governors dared to protest. Had all the 
governors in Mexico arisen and together 
with their legislatures refused to recog- 
nize his authority, Huerta with all his 
money, all his soldiers and all his yuth- 
lessness, could not have lasted more 
than three months. : 

“Don Venustiano Carranza was the 
only governor in Mexico who had the 
audacity and patriotism to challenge 
Huerta in Mexico City, for the chiefs of 
the states were too cowed by the power 
of the man in the ‘provisional presi- 
dency, and were aghast at the sudden-

The railroads which 
contribute 3. per cent are beginning to 
state their disapproval at the way in 
which the money is spent, for although 
they open up the rural country for a 
short time it does not take long for 
them without care to ‘become impassa~ 
ble. 

The solution is said to rest, in the eo- 
operation of the federal and municipal 
governments, which have not heretofore 
worked in harmony in such matters.

Fruit Said to Warrant Cooper-” 
ative premees Plans 


LOS ANGELES—Dnuring 
years, I. J. Condit of the agricultural 
college has collected much material on. 
ithe loquat by visits to nurseries, orch- 
‘ards, markets, by study of the tree. and 
‘fruits from different sources, and by ‘re- 
Search into all available ; literatnre. on 
| the subject. 

The result of -his studies has been 
issued as bulletin No. 200 of the agri- 
cultural experiment station at Berkeley. 
In this interesting 24-page publication * 
Mr. Condit discusses” in detail “the” cli- 
matic and soil requirements, and harvest- 
ing, packing and marketing of the’ lor 
quat, says.the Tribune.” 

The fruit is a native of China and 
Japan. The exact date of. its introduc- 
tion into the United States has ‘not been 
determined.

mento® For ‘many years it was grown 
only as an ornamental; and even now it 
is a comparatively neglected fruit in 
California.

the world, the first would probably have been the less ~ 


evil, and it would certainly have checkmated the efforts 
of Japan’s external enemies.. We also stated that the 
_ Chinese government would not bé Chinese if it did: not 
take advantage of the situation. This was exactly what 
By working on the 
fears of uninformed public opinion in: Europe and in 
America “it created a prejudice against the good faith 
of the government in Tokio,- As a matter of fact the 
government in Tokio is, at the’ present moment, .ful- 
filling its treaty obligations to the letter; and, in the i irony 
of fate, it is openly pluming itself on the. fact of its 
superior morality in contrast to that of the foreign 
offices of Europe. 

Japan, it is elear, has done and is contemplating doing ° 
nothing contrary to her: treaty engagements ‘with any 
of the great powers. Nor, even ijn her obvious desire 
for preferentiated treatment in China and for a dominat- 
in? influence in the councils of, Pekin, is she doing any- 
the y which has not been. ‘done ‘repeatedly by other 
powers. Whether Japan’s Chinese policy is a desirable 
or a moral one is a question which may excite differences 
That it is less moral or ‘less desirable than 
_that of the other great powers, in the past, it would be 
perilously near hypocrisy to maintain. What. Japan is 
endeavoring to do today is what the great powers, gen- 
‘erally speaking, have been endeayoring to do for decades, 


and that is to obtain all: possible influence and all pos- j 


sible privileges for themselves without crossing thé bor- 
der line which would precipitate’a conflict, not with the 
government in Pekin, but with some other benevolent 
government in Europe. 


Premier’s Appeal for Self-Sacrifice 


EXPECTATION having been raised, perhaps unreasona- 
bly, to such a high level over Mr. Asquith’s speech to

Cape Cod Canal Revalued 


MASSACHUSETTS failing to rise to its opportunity, 
either as a state or as a commonwealth prolific in capital- 
ists seeking profits, it was left to August Belmont: of 
New York and his friends in that city and in Europe to 
construct the canal actoss Cape Cod which now connects 
the waters of Massachusetts bay and Long Island sound.

Pullman Porters’ Tips 


PuBLic opinion has supported the federal industrial 
commission in its determination to get from high official 
sources more light on the ‘tipping’ system that Exists in 
the Pullman car traffic. Facts recently. disclosed show ed 
that there was no pretense to pay a “living wage” to the 
porters. They were revealed as dependent on travelers’ 
“tips” for an economic existence. -In the very nature of 


their vocation they must collect a “toll,” nominally obse- 


quiously, but actually by hook or by crgok, since the aver- 
age pay per month for the first fifteen years of service was 
only $27.50. 

These disclosures by witnesses who were porters did 
not lessen the tension of the traveling public’s attitude of 
criticism. Indeed they increased it. Inevitably the 
demand came for’some explanation of the company’s 
policy, and the commission sought-an official statement 
in. rebuttal. No marked readiness to meet the démand 
was noted; and it has required considerable maneuvering 
to get the desired evidence. Meantime public opinion 
chas registered itself in a way that must have been educa- 
tional, for it is now admitted by the chairman of the board 
of directors of the Pullman company, Robert T. Lincoln, 
that he does not indorse the system.and that the directors 
will soon consider a change of policy more in harmony 
with contemporary standards of conduct. 

If this pledge is redeemed in a satisfactory way, and 
if the additional labor cost to the company is not recotiped 
through higher rates charged passengers, a very oxeetient 
national investigating and educational enterprise will have 
registered a comparatively easy victory. , For not.only 
will a special case of injustice to passengérs and shabby 
treatment of workers have been dealt with effectively, but 
also widespread discussion will have been ‘started of the 
ethics’: and, economics of the. “trpping”’ system as ‘such. 
Time was when labor in the United States didnot expect 

‘Herquisites” and spurned their proffer as a customary 
incident of service. Responsibility for any change of 
attitude that may have taken place, no doubt, must be 
divided. But “compulsory” reliance on “tips” of work- 
men, enforced by employers who have not even the motive 

of economic necessity to justify their course, and who-are 
monopolists of any soft, is -répugnant to national ‘public 
Opinion, as the Pullman company has-found out. Given 

a fair wage the,worker'is hot transformed into'a fawner 

on the patron of his employer. Paying a fair wage the 


employer can retain with clearer conscience. such: profits” 


as inhere in tolls exempt from the stress of competition.
